DESCRIBED CANAL, AMERICAN COLONY IN ZONE, CANAL' S 
ADVANTAGES TO PANAMA: " THREE FOURTHS OF THE 16,000 EMPLOY- 
EES ARE PANAMANIANS. THEY ARE PAID THE HIGHEST WAGES IN 
LA. 7,5 OO LIVE IN THE ZONE ENJOYING THE SAME PRIVILEGES 
AS AMERICANS." FINISHED BY SAYING TORRIJOS BROUGHT CANAL 
DISPUTE TO WORLD' S ATTENTION BY BRINGING SC TO PANAMA. 

" WHATALSO WORRIES THE AMERICANS IS THE PANAMA MEETING 
COULD BECOME A PANDORA' S BOX OUT OF WHICH COULD POP SEVERAL 
SENSITIVE SUBJECTS LIKE THE GUANTANAMO LEASE WITH CUBA, 

THE QUARREL OVER FISHING RIGHTS WITH ECUADOR AND PERU. 
SUBJECTS THE U. S. WOULD RATHER TAKE UP BILATERALLY OR AT 
THE HEMISPHERE LEVEL RATHER THAN ON A GLOBAL STAGE WITH 
THE RUSSIANS AND CHINESE AND THE THIRD WORLD IN A GLARE 
OF PUBLICITY." 

MACVANE DISCUSSED TORRIJOS 1 SPEECH, THEN WHILE SHOWING 
FILM OF SCALI FOR UN CHAMBER SAID: " AMBASSADOR SCALI 
OF THE U. S. SAT THROUGHOUT TORRIJOS' SPEECH WITH A GRIM 
LOOK ON HIS FACE." FOLLOWED WITH FILM CLIP SCALI PRESS 
CONFERENCE SAYING "' HE USED SHARPER LANGUAGE THAN I HOPED 
HE WOULD BUT THE IMPORTANT POINT IS THIS, THAT HE IS 
KNOCKING ON AN OPEN DOOR. THE WORLD KNOWS THAT THE U. S. 
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IS READY TO MODERNIZE OUR TREATY ARRANGEMENT WITH THE 
PANAMANIANS TO THE MUTUAL ADVANTAGE OF BOTH COUNTRIES, BUT 
IT TAKES TWO TO NEGOTIATE. WE HAVE BEEN READY AND WILLING 
TO NEGOTIATE AND ARE PREPARED TO DO SO AT AN INSTANT 1 S 
NOTICE AND IT IS BY PATIENT NEGOTIATION AND NOT RHETORIC 
THAT WE ARE GOING TO SOLVE THIS PROBLEM. " MACVANE CON- 
CLUDED WITH " THE COUNCIL NOW HAS HELD ITS FIRST MEETING, 

GEN. TORRIJOS HAS TAKEN A TOUGH ANTI- U.S. LINE LIKE THE 
SIGNS THAT DOMINATE VARIOUS AREAS OF PANAMA. CERTAINLY 
THE U. S. HAS BEEN PUT ON THE DEFENSIVE AND BEFORE PUBLIC 
OPINION." 

CBS RADIO CARRIED TWO REPORTS FROM HOTTELET. EVENING 
REPORT MARCH 15 HE SUMMARIZED TORRIJOS' SPEECH, THEN SAID: 

" AMBASSADOR JOHN SCALI DID NOT REPLY AT THE COUNCIL TABLE, 

HE TOLD US LATER THAT HE WAS SOMEWHAT SURPIRSED BY THE 
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SHARPNESS OF TORRIJOS' SPEECH AND CALLED FOR RESUMPTION OF 
PRIVATE NEGOTIATIONS INSOFTER TERMS." MORNING MARCH 16 
HE AGAIN RECAPPED TORRIJOS' SPEECH, THEN SAID: " CUBA' S 
RAUL ROA SPOKE FOR AN HOUR FULLY ENDORSING PANAMA 1 S 
POSITION AND EXCORIATING THE U. S. AS IN HIS WORDS 
1 AGGRESSIVE CRIMINALS.’ AMBASSADOR JOHN SCALI REPLIED IN 
HIS FIRST INTERVENTION SO FAR THAT ROA' S REMARKS WERE 
WILD. RECKLESS, FALSE COUNSELS OF HATE AND VOICES OF VENOM 

WHICH WOULD NOT HELP THE CLIMATE OF UNDERSTANDING. SCALI' S 
WORDS MAY BE SIGNALS TO CUBA AND PANAMA AND TO OTHERS AS 
WELL THAT THE U. S. WILL NOT SIT STILL OR NEGOTIATE UNDER 
ABUSE."
